spring opened the door to the Attorney 
General to come back in June, 1963 for 
pressure upon the legislature to reappor- 
tion. But Reynolds did not accept the state 
court's decision and attempted to make 
the State of Wisconsin a party to a suit in 
federal court. When this was refused he 
brought in five allegedly aggrieved citizens 
and combined them with the state as 
plaintiffs. The court cost of $3,500 has 
now been ruled by Circuit Judge Edwin 
Willkie as not a valid use of public money. 
The State of Wisconsin, ruled Judge Will- 
Hie, has no legal right to defend rights of 


The Race f o f he Moon 


President Kennedy has set a goal for 


the United States space program of putting 
a man on the moon by 1970. The project 
will cost from $20 billion to $40, billion, will 
mobilize 100,000 workers before it is 
finished, and is putting the technical in- 
genuity of the nation to a severe strain. 


Even before the Russians demonstrated 


so conclusively last week that they have a 
considerable lead in the race to be first on 
the moon, some experts were asking if the 
race is worth the price. 


The major key to a moon flight is the 


ability to rendezvous two or more space 
ships in orbit. 


The United States program calls for 


three major steps. We are now in the first 
phase, the Mercury flights. Next will come 
Project Gemini in which two-man crews 
will orbit the earth for as long as two weeks 
and will develop techniques for joining 
two spacecraft while they speed at 16,000 
miles an hour in orbit. By 1967 Project 
Apollo will take center stage. A giant 
rocket will propel an Apollo spaceship into 
an orbit 100 miles from the moon. Two of 
the three crewmen aboard will transfer to 
a smaller lunar "bug" which will detach 
itself and descend to the moon's surface. 
It will then blast off and return to the 
Apollo command ship and Apollo will 
return to Earth. 


The flights of Vostok III and IV place 


the Russians close to our project Gemini. 
They have demonstrated the capacity to 
precisely time and accurately guide two 
spaceships into approximately the same 
orbit within a dav of each other. And they 
have achieved coordinated flight of the 
two ships in which they have learned a 
great deal more than we about the prob- 
lems of rendezvous. 


It cannot be conclusively predicted on 


the basis of these accomplishments that 
Bussia has already won the race to the 
moon. The achievement will probably re- 
sult in an even greater effort to speed up 
the U. S. program.

After hearing all the 


evidence, Emmert Wingert ruled that in 
his opinion there was no need for the con- 
fusion of reapportionment before the fall 
elections because the rights of Wisconsin 
citizens for equal representation were not 
being seriously violated. The federal judges 
have since accepted the recommendation 
and dismissed the suit. 


The Post-Crescent commented some 


weeks ago that publicity, even of a nega- 
tive kind, is sought by politicians. Cer- 
tainly Mr. Reynolds has reaped his fair 
share from reapportionment. His opinions 
on the matter have been judged as er- 
roneous by the Wisconsin Supreme Court, 
a court appointed master, a circuit court 
judge and three federal judges. Wisconsin 
voters may well wonder just how much 
their alleged representation rights have 
been used to further Mr. Reynolds' cam- 
paign for Governor. 


But it is cogent to wonder how impor- 


tant it is to put a man on the moon and 
how important it is to be the first there. 


Scientists advance the following rea- 


sons for man to personally explore the 
moon. They say we will cast light on the 
structure and fundamental laws of the 
universe. Geological research can deter- 
mine for instance much data on the origin 
of the moon and thus the origin of the 
solar system. Conquering of the problems 
in a flight to the moon will also lead to 
flights to sister planets. 


Military experts see few practical ap- 


plications of the moon as a military base. 
But they believe the new techniques de- 
veloped for the moon flights will be of 
military importance. 


The ability to rendezvous spaceships, 


for instance, can lead to the ability to in- 
spect and even destroy hostile satellites. 


But most scientists admit that being 


first to the moon is mainly a matter of 
national prestige. They see considerable 
implications as a means of impressing and 
ultimately winning uncommitted nations. 


Critics see the moon shot program as 


draining scientific effort from other vital 
fields, medical research for example. Oth- 
ers declare that the hurry-up schedule is 
costing the taxpayers heavily. And now 
certainly these critics could well add that 
we probably won't get there first anyway. 


These human flights in space are tre- 


mendously thrilling and dramatic. They 
appeal deeply to individual and national 
emotions. And therefore their worth is 
very difficult to evaluate purely on the 
grounds of material advantage. 


Both we and the Russians are now so 


deeply committed that it's too late for 
either to concede the race. Logic would 
dictate that we get together and join our 
efforts for the obviously great savings in 
money and brainpower which could result. 
But that too is a hopeless dream. 


All we can really do now is cheer our 


bovs on.

INADEQUATE 


Vet for all th» speeches that 


are being made on this gen- 
eral topic by the men who 
would be leaders in the political 
system, there, is very little that 
i» concrete or very useful. 


One candidate says there ought 


to be more locally oriented col* 
toges around the state. Another 
•uggeats the development of 
more extension branches of the 
existing institutions. Vet another 
thinks that there should b* more 
local vocational schools, or fail- 
ing that, a broader program of 
aervic* in those schools to pro- 
vide local higher education train- 
Ing for thoae who can't or won't 
leave home to go to a standard 
college- or the Mate university. 


None of these i* very illumi- 


nating, without some discuMion 
of details, and specially that 
crucial detail of financing. 


Comparatively few of thea* 


discussions, moreover, appear to 
recognize that the_state already 
is richly endowed in the way 
of public higher educational op- 
portunity — considering the geo- 
graphical distribution of the in- 
stitutions There are nine state 
colleges, and two state univer- 
s'tie;.. There are eight UW ex- 
tension centers, and something 
o\er two do?en county college* 
Something o%er 90 per cent of 
all the high school graduates of 
Wisconsin now live within com- 
muting distance of college level 
training opportunity — a fact 
that is rarely acknowledged by 
these stumpers. 


CHANGE COMING 


All of this is not to suggest 


that significant changes are not 
in sight for the decade or two 
ahead. Obviously they are. The 
system will accommodate the 
needs as they are shown. A 
decade ago schoolmen worried 
about the elementary school 
population explosion. But the 
schools were provided. Mor* re- 
cently the pressure ha* been on 
high school expansion. The ex- 
pansion is being a?hfev«ri. 


The record strongly suggests 


that when UN time arrive* for 


expansion of the higher educa- 
tion system, the- state communi- 
ty will support it, even as it 
is now financing a far larger 
campus enlargement at Madison, 
Milwaukee and at the state col- 
leges than most of the eager 
candidates seem to know. 


The great need will b* for a 


thoughtful, economical p l a n . 
This state cannot provide col- 
loges in every locality without 
running the risk of a ruinous 
expenditure program, on the one 
hand, or a disastrous dilution 
of the resources of the existing 
program on the other. 


It is often overlooked that the 


machinery for such planning al- 
ready exists, in the Coordinat- 
ing Committee for Higher Edu- 
cation, and that it is function- 
ing in a highly responsible and 
creditable way. It is developing 
into the central governing or- 
ganization that was m the back- 
ground of the legislature's think- 
ing when th* board waa created 
eight years ago. Some of th*

What has to be done to 


utilize the plant tet forth in the 
nine volumes, so that they do not 
become dust-catchers, tucked neat- 
ly away on a shelf somewhere* 


John B. Torinus, editor of the 


Post-Crescent 
wrote to Kenneth 


L. Schellie for his opinions on how 
to implement the plan, his estimate 


of the costs of operating 
a fully- 


staffed 
regional 
plan commission 


and his analysis of the region's as- 
tets, which will be enhanced by a 
well utilized regional plan. 


Torinus' questions and Schellie's 


replies appear in this article. 


Regional Action Necessary 
To Solve Certain Problems 


Action on a regional basis is necessary 


to meet certain problems. While most of 
the elements of the regional plan can be 
implemented best by action of the indi-- 
vidual municipalities, certain items seem 
to call for joint action of all of them on a 
formalized basis. A case in point is the 
proposed thoroughfare system plan. Ex- 
perience indicates little progress in devel- 
oping a comprehensive system of thorouch- 
fares. with all of its complexities of align- 
ments, design and programming, if sol* 
reliance for action rests with * number, 
in this case 14. of municipalities. 


Therefore, our report sticuosts the crea- 


tion of a regional thoroughfare authority. 
Operating within the structure of the re- 
gional planning commission, to implement 
the thoroughfare plan. I do not know if 
Statutory authority exists fnr the estahlKn- 
ment of such a group, but it should he 
studied and a solution to the problem found. 


Another aspect of this situation lies in 


federal and state assistance beinc offered 
to eligible agencies for the acquisition of 
lands for public recreation and open space. 
Currently eligibility extends only to Winne- 
bago County or Oshkosh and Out.iuamie 
County or Apple-ton. On the oilier hand, a 
rational park authority could be made 


tlifible and greatly inert** the likelihood 
of carrying out the public fftcilitM* (park 
and recreation areas) Mctkm of th* re- 
gional plan. Here again, the eommistioo 
tbould give study to the problem. 


VPhen the three-yetr job of 


creating the regional plan is com- 
pleted later this year, what step* 
are necessary, in your opinion, to 
get the program into action? 


Recognize the fact that regional planning 
is only beginning in the Fox Valley. Th» 
preparation of the plan U but the starting 
point of the planning program. Implemen- 
tation of the plan is the critical matter 
now and delay in petting it underway would 
be a serious blow to the program. Gener- 
ally, the attitude of people throughout tho 
region toward planning it quite favorable 
—to lose the momentum generated over 
the past five years through lack of recog- 
nition of this situation would in my opinion, 
be fatal. 


Establishment of • permanent regional 


planning commission office, staffed with 
competent professional people, that can: 


—work with the municipalities in their 


study, review and adoption of the plans and 
ordinances resulting from the current plan- 
ning program: 


—be available to the municipalities for 


advice on current planning problems 'Ton- 
ing changes, subdivision 
layout, details 


concerning public building and facility lo- 
cations. etc.1; 


—advise on inter-municipality problems: 
—adjust and revise from time to time 


the basic elements of the master plan to 
keep them in step with the changes that in- 
evitably arise with the passage of time.

Supply of Professional 
Planners in Short Supply 


Due to the shortage in the supply of 


planners, it is anticipated that it will tako 
1? to 18 months !o recruit the desired staff. 
Consequently, it appears that the budget 
for 1963 should not go over 50 to 60 per 
cent of .the amount indicated above, or 
about jsn-S35.non. 


It probably is worth noting that an an- 


nual hiHjcet of say JS? ooo would rerrr<pnt 
a per capita expenditure of 44 cents. The 
Ci!\- of Madison, with a population shchtiy 
larger than that of the Fo\ Valley recion. 


It is our recommendation that the com- 


mission should look forward to an annual 
btidcct of jofl.ooo to JfiO.oon per year.

While many of thes* employables 
will co into the professions and service in- 
dustries more than one-half should find em- 
ployment in manufacturing industries. Will 
the new and enlarged industries to supply 
that employment be encouraged to locate, 
in the region? 


The competition between cities, regions. 


*tate* and nations seeking industrial devel- 
opment is very keen. Nationally we are 
witnessing a westward migration of indus- 
try, duplicating several previous migra- 
tions in our history. 


Westward Migration of 
Industry Now at Peak 


Right now. the peak of that movement 


is in the Middle West. The extent, to which 
the region and the State of Wisconsin will 
share in the ma.ior industrial growth of 
the next few years will be determined by 
how aggressively those places induce in- 
dustry to their locations—and now. not ten 
years from now when the peak of industrial 
development has moved westward. The 
rpgiorial planning commission proeram. if 
put into effect by the municipalities, can 
provide the "climate" in which industrial 
growth thrives. 


Moreover, it seems that the recion can

ing new and expanded industry? 


Accessible, clean, attractive communi- 


ties, well supplied with convenient shop- 
ping facilities, with adequate utility sys- 
tems, cood transportation, schools, parks 
and health institutions are what industrv 


is looking for. Any number of studies havt 
indicated industry'! preference for tho 
above items. For example. * recent rtudy 
in the magazine. Industrial Research, re- 
ports on eight criteria in choosing the lit* 
for a research laboratory. In order of im- 
portance, the first is: 


Social. Cultural and General Living Con- 


ditions of the Area. 


Communities in Region 
Have Good Living Conditions 


This item is given SO per cent mem 


value points than any other of the criteria 
(site, accessibility, labor lupply. «tc.) 
given. 


It is evident that the communities of tho 


region have good "g*n*ral living condi- 
tions" in abundance. The problem it now 
faces is that of maintaining and even im- 
proving its standards in that regard. A 
sound planning program accepted br th* 
region's municipalities will go far to pro- 
duce such communities of the future and 
be reliable evidence of their desirability 
as places in which to live. 


Is it worth while for the Fox 


Valley r e g i o n governmental 
units to spend the kind of money 
necessary to implement a re- 
gional plan? 


It may be difficult for me to be ob- 


jective in answering this question. OB- 
viouslv. my answer is strongly in the af- 
firmative or I wouldn't believe in what I 
am doing. While it may be unfair to an- 
swer a question by asking another. I would 
like to pose this one: "Can the Fo* Cities 
afford not to spend the kind of money nec- 
essary to implement the regional plan?". 


Building Healthy Community 
Becomes Everybody's Business 


Certainly the municipalities of the re- 


gion can get alone with the planning pro- 
gram. But doinc so raises a host of prob- 
lems conccrniiiE growth and the invest- 
ment in public works To deny to the pub- 
lic in the conduct of its affairs, the mrani 
of improving that situation seems unfair. 
The old cliche "what's everybody's busi- 
ness is nobody's business" has represented 
too much thinking in our cities in the past, 


Plnnninc is a device which makes every- 


body's business the business of all of tho 
people—in this case, that of building strong- 
er, healthier and in all respects better 
communities. The time and money re- 
quired to improve the physical and mental 
health of the public has long been con- 
sidered to be worth while. Does not the 
same principle extend to the expenditure 
of public funds and private investment re- 
quired to build a successful community?

NEW YORK (AP) - The pros- 


pect of in immediate income tax 
cut vanished during the week but 
President K e n n e d y's decision 
caused only mild ripples when 
dropped into the business stream. 


His action was somewhat of an 


anticlamax as businessmen gener- 
ally had concluded he would not 
ask Congress now for a tax re- 
duction to spur the economy. 


Most public reaction from the 


business community to the deci- 
tion was favorable although there 
were expressions of opinion that 
Kennedy's address to the nation 
bad political overtones. 


Some new business statistics, 


which were important factors in 
making up the President's mind, 
were encouraging, and the stock 
market quickly posted some ad- 
vances. 


"The pace thus far this sum- 


mer, while not as good as all of 
us would like, has still brought

gains," Kennedy said. 


"Economic indicators for July do 
not warrant the conclusion that 
we are entering a new recession "

Where the staff members arc

Basic health 
is taught in the form of games, 
easily understood and fun for the 
children. The teaching of first aid 
is often done 'on-the-spot', with 
iodine bringing smiles to the fac- 
es of litUe ones who love to be 
painted. Such an event may bring 
ia rash of injuries, some several 
weeks old. that must receive simi- 
lar treatment. Each 
morning's 


lesson is climaxed by the serv- 
ing of chocolate milk, riiixed by 
the staff, and cookies.

Must Gain ConfWcncf 


The first week of the two-week 


school is actually spent gaining 
the confidence of the children, 
most of whom are bi-lingual. Dur- 
ing the second week the staff be- 
lieves it makes an actual teach- 
ing contribution. At the end of 
two weeks, a school is established 
at another camp. One-day 'harv- 
esters' are set up during after- 
noons at various camps. There i< 
not much chance to do any teach- 
ing here, but they provide a wel- 
come bit of frivolity lor the chil- 
dren in the form of parties and 
games. Little girls whose 
only 


toys have boon pickle vines may, 
for a few hours, cuddle a real 
doll, and small boys make tracks 
in the sand with brightly painted 
miniature trucks. Parting w i t h 
these toys is often painful, but 


a single doll in several years may 
bring joy to the hearts of thou- 
sands of sad-eyed children. 


Staff Show* Movies 


I During the evenings the staff 
: shows movies, usually based on 
the life of Christ, to the migrant 
families. Tired as the parents 
may be. they scrub and comb 
their children for the festivities. 
They themselves may 
be too 


wean* to leave their cabins and 
watch. Staff members may not 
end a day until 10 p.m. Then, 
reports must be made and plans 
for the next day organized. 


Miss Mathews says that if there 


should be blame far the situation 
she would not 
know where to 


place it. The growers problem 
is not easily solved, for he de- 
'pcnds on the migrant to harvest 
his crop, yet cannot afford 
to 


provide substantial 
shelter that 


will be Used for only a few weeks 
a year. During a season of poor 
crops, profits are extremely small. 
The migrant cannot be blamed 
for living the only life he knows. 
There is no work for him 
in 


Texas during the summer. He sur- 
vives winters there by doing odd 
jobs. 


Hop* Uk-s in Children 


The real hop* lies in the chil- 


dren, who have the advantage of 
speaking English, and the oppor- 
tunity, however small, of getting 
some education. The move they 
learn, about themselves and the 
world, the less liable it is they 
will join the 
migrating hordes 


who live in filth and squalor. 


The work has built-in satisfac- 


tions. Miss Mathews believes. Re- 
ing invited to share a meager 
meal, a sincere clasp of the hand 
and a whispered.

Fifty-nine years of steamboating on the Fox and Wolf rivers have come to 


an end for 83-year-old Paul LeFevre route 2, Shawano Lake, but memories of 
the days when passenger, cargo and excursion craft plied central Wisconsin 
waters are still vividly alive to this veteran captain of one of America's most 
colorful eras. 


A native of Eureka Wis LeFevre served as a full captain from 1900 when 


he won his Merchant Marine certificate to the time of his retirement from 
active .service in 1952 at the age of 73 His record, dating back to the period 
immortalized by the stories of Mark Twain and Bret Harte is matched by only 
a handful of reined river captains still living in states formerly served by inland 
waterways. 


Formed Vital Link 


To chat with LeFevre in his modern but comfortable home less than a block 


from the waters on which he earned his living for nearly six decades, revives 
images of the sturdy wooden boats which—propelled by steam engines working 
through thrashing paddle-wheels—formed a vital transportation line in post- 
Civil War limes. 


In its heyday the Clark and LeFevre Shipping Co of which LeFevre's father, 


WjiUace W LeFevre was a partner, operated seven steamboats on the Fox and 
Wolf waterway Paul LeFevre moved to Tustm with his family when he was six 
months old. and started his steamboating career as a cabin boy and errand boy 
in 1893. when he was 15.

"During vacation season I spent my life on the (John) Lynch" he recalls. 


"By the time 1 was 17 of 18 1 knew all the routes and channels, and was deter- 
mined to be a steamboat captain one day."

In 1900, after seven years of experience in all phases of the family business, 


h< was awarded a captain % license and assigned to command the Lynch a 


stern-wheeler carrying passengers and freight be- 
tween Oshkosh and Tustm.

LeFevre s association with the Lynch came to an 


abrupt and spectacular end on the morning of May 2, 
1902 when the steamboat—loaded with bailed hay 
bound for the Deltox Rug Co, Oshkosh—was de- 
stroyed bv fire as she sailed out of the mouth of the 
Wolf river into Lake Poygan. 


Clark and LeFevre were proud of their record of 


always being on time and LeFevre recalls that on 
the day of the fire, the line missed only the trip to 
Oshkosh The return trip that afternoon was made 
by thr 120 foot LeFevre, so that service could be 
continued without interruption. 


Fortunately no lives were lost in the blaze and 


thr youthful captain was' immediately assigned to the 
LeFevre which he terms "the fastest boat on the Fox 
or Wolf River It was once clocked from the Winne- 
conne bridge to the Oshkosh Main Street bridge in 
58 minutes.'1 


Six months later the LeFevre was sold and re- 


moved to Sandusky Ohio LeFevre thereupon became 
captain of the Fashion, which filled in on the Oshkosh- 
Tustm run until 1907. the year that the newly-com- 
pleted Paul L went into service 


"I was the only captain she ever had," LeFevre 


says of the ship which bore his name. "I was her 
captain for 13 years." 


Built in Oshkosh 


Like most of the other steamboats operated on the 


waterways of the Fox Valley, the Paul L was built 
in the Oshkosh shipyards of George G Ryan on 
Marion Street. With the decline of water-borne 
commerce, the shipbuilding industry left Oshkosh, 
and only smaller craft are now constructed there, 


On « typical weekday the Paul L. would leave 


Tustm at 6 a m and reach Oshkosh at about 9 o'clock, 
having touched at Ritgcrs' Landing, Wmneconne and 
Butte dcs Morts en route. Then, loaded with freight 
and passengers, the boat would chug .back to Tustm, 
leaving the Oshkosh dock at 1-30 pm ami arriving at 
its destination some three hours later.

Being captain of a freight-cargo boat bore little 


resemblance to the command of a luxurious ocean 
liner LeFevre recalls He had to take a hand in the 
daily loading and unloading of his craft, and fre- 
quently woiked along with the crew in hauling aboard 
tons of clam shells for button factories at MuscaUne, 
Iowa One day each week the crew enclosed the f fi- 
bre deck and filled it with horses, sheep and cattle 
being shipped to Oshkosh from the rich farmlands 
around Tustm. 


Livestock Buyer

"The buyer from Oshkosh would put his hor^e 


and buggy on the boat and go to Tustm," LeFevre 
observed 
"He would spend several days riding 


around the area buying livestock, and have the Jive- 
stock driven on board. Then we'd take the buyer, his 
horse and buggy and livestock all back to Oshkosh. 


"The butcher or stock buyer would have men ?t 


the Manon-Ceape Street dock, waiting to take care 
of the'livestock. We'd open up the gangway of !r>e 
boat, and the whole-thing would go—cattle, cattle 
buyer, horse and buggy—everything." 


On week-ends during the summer months the 


Paul L frequently look excursionists from Oshko«h 
to Calumet Harbor, while the LeFevre and Thistle 
carried parties up the Wolf River to Orihula and 
Fremont, or across Lake Winnebago, from Neen<>h- 
Menasha to High Cliff. 


"It was a lot of fun and still a tot of care srul 


anxiety." he said of his days as captain of excursion 
boats. "I'd been on a boat that burned. You can t do 
anything You're right in the fire." 


In 1920 LeFevre's father died unexpectedly, and 


his partner. Charles R. Clark, decided not to continue 
in the business. Sale of the firm's boat did not, how- 
ever, end LeFevre's career. He signed on as a tugboat 
captain for Kimberly-Clark Corp., towing coal from 
Green Bay to Appleton Then, in 1922. he took com- 
mand of the Valley Queen, last of the Mississipph 
style showboats to cruise the waters of the area. 


Originally christened the Leander Choate, the eraft

No Stoplights, 
I "Way Streets 
At Stone field 


In this day of four lane highways, supermarkets, 


and drive-in banks, a new village is springing up on 
the Mississippi River near Cassville—a new village de- 
signed to be obsolete. 
^_ 


You'll find no stoplights, no one-way streets, no 


neon signs here, but rather boardwalks, gaslights and 
one story shops and stores The city planners, the 
State Historical Society of Wisconsin and the State 
Conservation Department, have chosen for a site the 
plantation-estate of Wisconsin's fust governor, Nel- 
son Dewey, and are using as a model the typical 
rural village of the 1890's. 


This village, named Stonefield. 
represents 
the 


many little hamlets which grew out of the farmer's 
need for a place to sell his produce and buy the things 
he could not make or grow for himself These trading 
centers grew up at the crossroads, at the rapids of 
streams, and beside rivers and railroad tracks 


The "new old village" near CassviLle already 


prides itself in having a livery stable, a carpenter's 
shop, a cooperage, a wagonmaker's shop, a general 
store, a harness and hardware shop, a millinery, bar- 
ber shop, a bank, a print shop, a drugstore and a 
schoolhouse All are being outfitted, inside and out, 
with the trappings of the 1890's 


Eventually the village will include about 27 units 


around a central square, complete with bandstand. 


Contributed Money 


Contributions from people in many occupations 


from all over the state have made the village pos- 
sible A donation of money and professional building 
skill from the Wisconsin State Council. Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, made possible the carpenter's 
shop, the cooperage, and the wagonmaker's shop 
During a series of building bees, the carpenters rais- 
ed the structure using the construction methods of 
the last century 


The Wisconsin Bankers Association donated mon- 


ey for the Bank of Stonefield which is furnished 
with items given by the State Bank of Lime Ridge 
The Wisconsin Education Association contributed 
funds to rebuild and refurnish the one room school. 


Cooperative Planning 


Planning for the village 
is directed 
cooperat- 


ively by the Society's 
Office 
of Sites and Mark- 


ers and the Park Planning Division of the Conserva- 
tion Department. It is the third unit in the complex 
which the Society operates as an historic site at Stone- 
field Stonefield was once the plantationWate of Wis- 
consin's first governor, Nelson Dewey 


During the 1860's and 1870's he was considered 


one of the most wealthy and influential men of south- 
west Wisconsin, and his 2.000 acre estate'was the test- 
ing ground for his many experiments in agricultural, 
horticulture, and animal husbandry The great *tone 
barn which was built for Dewey's imported Arabian 
horses now houses the State Farm and Craft Museum, 
a place where the tools of the early fanner and trades- 
man tell another story of rural Wisconsin. 


The village, as the third unit in the complex, comp- 


lements the home and the museum by recreating the 
hub of economic and social activity of the early Wis- 
consin farm communities As units are completed, the 
tools of early crafts are being moved from the 
Farm and Craft Museum to their proper setting in 
the village.

After retiring from show business nearly ten years 


ago, Sherman considers himself to be "starting a 
whole new career" at the age of 63. 


After living his, first 14 years in Appleton, he, 


and the rest of his, family moved to Chicago. In his 
early teens, he hoped to become a professional singer. 
Quitting high school, at the age of 15, he auditioned 
for a nightclub act and was accepted. But, when his 
father returned from a business trip two days later, 
the youngster went right back to high school. 


Known as Humorist 


Later, he became well-known as a radio and tele- 


vision humorist. His distinctive voice was his un- 
mistakable trademark He retired several years ago, 
to (ravel about this country and then around the 
world. 


Sherman remained away from show business until 


1955, when he was persuaded to stai in an NBC 
Mimmer show, "And Here's the Show". At the end 
of thus season, he retired again and he stayed retired 
until he joined Leon Ames. R u t h Wai rick. Myrna 
Fahey. and Bull Motcalle in the Friday evening 
comedy show. 


In the early days of iadio in Chuajjo, he began 


making non-paying appealanres as a singer on non- 
commercial stations. It soon became evident that his 
popularity was due to the witty bantoi between son^1- 
r.ither than his vocal efloits and he dropped his 
singing altogether.

He left the show in 1941. after helping to train 


his successor, Garry Moore, Sherman came to Holly- 
wood to join the network "Fibber McGee Summer 
Show", and when it finished, began working in fea- 
ture films. He contributed numerous memorable 
character roles to the motion pictures of the forties. 


NBC-TV offered him a contract in 1950, and he 


returned to Chicago where the "Ransom Sherman 
Show" originated. In 1952, the show won for him 
the Quigley Award as the "most original afternoon 
show of the season". 


At the end of two years, he and his wife began an 


extended tour of the country and then started a 
wholesale-retail magic business. 


He stayed in retirement until 1955. re-retired in 


1956, and returned to show business and "Father of 
the Bride" in 1961.

Billowing Spinackers 
To ilossoii in DttVA

OSHKOSH — "The /attest going for the foot of boat length, in American 


yachting today is found on board these scows, and in certain conditions of wind 
and water the little scow of inland lakes could outsail any America's Cup de- 
fender, boat for boat. To rate such a performance at its proper value, we must 
remember that the scow's length is but 38 feet and its sail is but 500 feet, while 
fhe America's Cup yacht is 140 feet long and carries 16,000 square feet of 
canvas." 


That quotation only is dated by the reference to the huge yacht of a bygone 


era in the America's Cup series. Otherwise, it's pretty much the same. (Now, 
the America's Cup yachts are about 70 feet long, with 4,000 to 5,000 square 
feet of sail.) 


The Inland Lakes Yachting Association A-scow, about which the above para- 


graph appeared in Collier's "Outdoor America" in 1905, remains the fastest 
single-hulled sailcraft. 


Many A-scows of the Inland Lakes group will be cmpeting here through this 


week in the 58th regatta held since the association was formed in 1897 at White 
Bear Lake. Minn. The current regatta starting Monday will be the 20th at 
Oshkosh. Neenah-Nodaway Yacht Club has been host eight times, the last 
in 1958. 


In its 65 years, the Inland has had five classes of scows, all conforming to 


sail, design and measurement standards. 


The majestic 38-foot A-scow has remained the king of the association, 


although the fleet seldom exceeds 20 boats (currently 
18 are active). 


A-Scow is King 


Although Neenah-Nodaway was not a founding 


member of the Inland, its idea of standardization to 
insure that victory came to the skillful (and often, 
on old "Windybago," the lucky) has been a rule of 
the association. 


The Inland's first concern, at its founding, was to 


find a boat that favored no member club. Agreed on 
was a design of Seawanhaka Yacht Club in New York, 
similar.to the scow. 


But the present scow design is the handiwork of 


John 0. Johnson, who came to the United States in 
1894 at the age of 24 and who set up his own boat 
works at White Bear Lake in 1896. Johnson pioneered 
the first true scow, a flat-bottomed boat that would 
sail faster than anythiifg else on protected inland 
waters. 


* . 


According to Inland Association records, Johnson's 


boat was fast, and amazed the skeptics by finishing 
her first race a mile ahead of the second boat. 


Before 1900, sailing yachts were deep, heavy- 


keeled and ballasted. Johnson's "Minneszitka" had a 
brunt prow, flat bottom and a centerboard that re- 
tracted into the hull for shoal water. 


Johnson next designed the B-scow in 1901. It was 


32 feet long with 350 square feet of Mil. The class 
died out in 1924, when Class E, a 28-foot scow, was 
born. Class C, a 20-foot scow designed in 1906, has 
no jib. In 1945, Johnson took a C-scow hull and 
rigged it as a sloop, with jib and mainsail. The four 
scow classes today are thriving. 


Sixteen of the Inland's 26 member clubs are in

Wisconsin. Four others are in the Minneapolis-St. 
Paul area. The others are in Iowa, Illinois, Missouri 
and Indiana. 


Formed in 1909 


In 1909 the Northwestern Regatta Association was 


formed for the same purposes and serving about the 
same area. Its biggest difference from the Inland 
was that it provided for unrestricted numbers of boats 
from each member club in regattas. The Inland at 
that time allowed only one entry from each club. 
They merged in 1915. with the Northwestern group's 
unrestricted entry rule retained. 


Saturday's scheduled race off Oshkosh was for the 


Felker Cup. established in 1885. with Clyde Buckstaff 
of the host club defending champion. The magnificent 
trophy is the oldest on Lake Winnebago. 


Today's A-scow race, assembly at 1:45 p.m., is the 


first in this year's Inland regatta. Besides points for 
the Class A championship, today's winner will re- 
ceive the Sawyer Cup. founded in 1906 by Comdr. 
Edgar P. Sawyer as a perpetual challenge trophy for 
Butte des Morts Yacht Club A-boat sailors. A. H. 
Larson of Neenah currently holds the cup. The club, 
later merged with Oshkosh Yacht Club, was a mem- 
ber of the Northwestern Regatta Association. It 
sailed on Lake Butte des Morts. west of the city. 


If the big lake lives up to its usual tricks, there 


will be every kind of weather but freezing for the 
sailors to bear. There should be plenty of wind, then 
none at all: sunshine, then leaden clouds: high roller 
waves, then the usual chop. 


But for sure there will be enthusiasm; 1LYA tradi- 


tion demands it.

It's not so much speed but expert handling that 


fascinates most sports car drivers. 
And the essence 


of handling lies in the shifting of gears. 
For the 


sports car owner, gear shifting is an authentic ait 
form. He reveres the four-speed gear box, mounted 
next to him on the floor, and often makes small sac 
rifices to it. 


To take corners at high speed* requires rapid, 


fbwless gear shifting 
To accelerate and pahs other 


cars, the ordinary driver would simply *tep nn the 
gy> 
But the sport-, car jockey will shift down to 


build up his engine power, then shilt up and zoom 
oil with a roai. Or take slowing down the car. ttatli- 
i-r than step on the brake pedal, the true sport* ca» 
driver prefers to shift lo lower uoars. But his excel- 
lent disc brakes, not found on American sedans, can 
halt the car quickly, if necessary, with little chance 
of lade even under sloppy road conditions or alter le- 
pe'ited use in a short span of time. 


To aid in slutting gears, there's the tachometer on 


lite dashboard thai measures engine revolution, pet 
minute. In an ordinary car with manual transmission, 
you'd shift by ear. 
The tachometer lets the sports 


car driver do it more exactly, for he knows the ipm 
power range in each gear. This cuts down on abuse 
of the engine. The "rev counter" tells him whether 
he can downshift in accelerating. 
It permits him 


I') drive at the rpm's that give him maximum powei 
and efficiency in each gear, a useful thing if he's 
i acini; 
And it also tells him whether h^ engine i> 


performing Up to snuff; if it can normal! deliver. sa\. 


!>,()(H) rpm's in second gear and it's not doing so, the 
driver knows something is wrong. 


As you can sec, it takes skill lo drive a sports car 


well 
There's not much point to owning one if you 


drive it mdiflerently. 
Most American cars, after all, 


are impersonal devices and drivers care only about 
get lint; from one place to another. But for the sports 
car Mf;r/<>m/<fo. how you get there is what counts. The 
way his car responds, his nearness to the engine and 
the road, the gimmicks on the dashboard—tachom- 
eter, oil pressure gauge, ammeter, manual choke, 
trip mileage recorder, water thermometer -all give 
him a sense of personal involvement,-a feeling he's in 
control of (he auto and not the other way around. 


The tricks a sports car will do. keep in mind, can 


also be dangerous. 
It's always a temptation to speed 


or dart in and out of traffic. The sports car may man- 
age it okay, but other drivers can be disconcerted or 
worse. 


You can buy a sports car for under $2.000 or more 


than $10.000. Even those in the under $2.000 bracket 
offer most of the advantages of costlier sports cars to 
a large degree. The more you pay, the more power. 
performance and comfort you'll get. But there's little 
point in spending over $3.000 for your first sports car 
unless you're awfully finicky or well-heeled. 


The adjoining chart gives prices and specifications 


for 26 models. You'll probably find dealers unwilling 
to dicker much on price. Note, however, that sports 
cars generally depreciate at a slower rate than most 
other autos. ( A few popular makes, such as Porsche, 
Chevrolet Corvette. Mercedes-Benz and Austin-Hcaley. 
lose value at an especially slow pace.)

styles, remember, don't change much over the years, 
and demand remains high in relation to the limited 
supply. 


See bow important this can be. Say you bought a 


new Porsche in l!)58 for $3.300. 
You 
might get 


about $1.350 if you sold it now to a dealer—perhaps 
even more if directly to a private party.

would have paid 12.500 for a six-cylinder Ford Fair- 


lone "500" that might now draw $550. Though the 
Porsche would have cost $800 more to buy. it's still 
worth at least $800 more than the Ford. 
Thus the 


actual cost of owning each car would work out just 
atx>ut the same. 


No matter how partisans boast of their economy, 


a sports car will probably cost more to keep up than 
most larger autos over the long run. 
In some ways, 


it is cheaper to run. For example, you can expect 
close to 20 miles to a gallon of gas. even in city driv- 
ing, and on the open road you might get up to 30 
miles or more. 
(Most models, however, do require 


premium fuel.) And the lightness of the cars should 
add thousands of miles to tire life. 


Can't Be Neglected 


Consider, however, that a sports car won't stand 


up well if neglected. 
On an American car, you can 


—and probably do—skip tune-ups, oil changes and 
other routine maintenance on occasion, without doing 
significant damage. But not so the sensitive sports 
cat engine 
.Neglect it and you're likely to have a 


major repair bill before too lone. What's more, once 
you develop sports car mama, a disease that strikes 
all owners sooner 01 later, you tend to be dissatisfied 
with anything less than peak performance and thus 
lavish care on your auto.

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Nests Provide 
Fine Home for 
Harmful Bugs 


Bird nests may be a valued ingredient for making 


soup in China, but in this country they are proving 
to be a serious source of annoyance and a danger to 
human health. 


The reason for this, says Dr. Philip J Spear, en- 


tomologist and technical director for the National 
Pest Control Association, is that the nests of many 
common birds provide ideal "hotel" accommodations 
for a variety of insects ranging from the annoying to 
dangerous. 


Dr. Spear pointed out that reports gathered from 


many parts of the nation prove that bird nests pro- 
vide shelter, and very often a ready food supply, for 
such pests as ticks, fleas, lice, mites, beetles, flies, 
moths, silverfish. spiders, and even several varieties 
of bed bugs. 


Scientists studying the inhabitants of bird jiests 


are amazed, he pointed out. at the numbers and va- 
riety of insects which make bird nests their breeding

Trailer Makes 
Driving Different 


One of the expanding dimensions of the mobile 


era is the urge to get up and go ... 
hunting, camp- 


ing, boating, fishing. 


Although the use of the trailer is booming, pas- 


senger cars are made primarily to carry people, not 
to pull trailers. Carrying too big a trailer can put 
undue strain on your car's axle, transmission and 
engine. 


For this reason, an auto trailer should be in the 


14 to 18-foot class. That size maneuvers with relative 
ease and minimum strain. 


After choosing a trailer, pick a well-designed hitch. 


Tests have conclusively proved that bumper hitches 
are inadequate. The hitch should be attached to the 
car's main structure. 


If you are carrying an excessive load, to avoid 


spring wear, use air-lift helper springs. If you pur- 
chase a new car intending to pull a heavy trailer, 
specify heavy springs. 


A heavy trailer overloads and overwears rear tires. 


Instead of using normal 4-ply tires, use 6-ply strength. 


A heavy trailer should be equipped with a sep- 


places. Literally hundreds of insects, most often in 
the larval stage, have been found in a single nest.

Dr. Spear said, "we 
must recognize that bird nests often shelter danger- 
ous parasites or disease carriers. There are numerous 
cases on record of skin diseases or inflammations 
caused by mites which migrated from bird nests."

Construction of new toilet buildings in 19 differ- 


ent parks and forests will cost $16,000 more. The 
major development is $184,000 to be spent to de- 
velop the newly-acquired Blue Mounds State Park 
west of Madison which is to be undertaken this sum- 
mer and ready for picnic use by the summer of 
1963. This project includes a campground and picnic 
areas. 


Biggest campground expansion for this year was

The gardener of some experience knows the good 


ones and the indifferent ones and the untrustworthy 
ones. The beginner may not know, however, that 
there are some decidedly irresponsible and light- 
fingered gentry in this considerable and expanding 
business of supplying the legions of home gardeners 
in America with seeds, plants and the other essentials 
of the hobby. 


Some months ago in this essay I reported with 


misplaced cheerfulness that I had spent a pleasurable 
hour making out orders for needs to a couple of 
European supply houses. One of them dispatched 
what I had ordered and paid for promptly and ac- 
curately. 


But the other order has just now come, and only 


after an indignant, prodding letter about a month ago. 


The Federal Trade Commission has recently 


started prosecution against some of the more flagrant 
offenses of unscrupulous mail order houses, but the 
country is vast, and the gullibility of the beginning 
gardener, in'truth, is considerable. 


A good rule for the garden amateur in the typical 


town is to consult his local seedsman or nurseryman. 
If you are interested in plants or seeds that he doesn't 
handle, or in specialties beyond his own stock in- 
ventory, he will cheerfuly refer you to reliable 
sources, including his own. 


The reason for prudence here is not only the 


money that can be wasted without it. Involved alsa 
are lost time and opportunities.

British contempt for things American has cropped 


up from time to time in the course of history. Never 
did English scorn have to be swallowed more em- 
phatically than Aug. 12. 1812. This was the day a 
certain American navy vessel—which had been de- 
rided by the British Navy as "a bundle of pine boards 
sailing under a bit of striped bunting—changed the 
world's thinking about the Navy of "that upstart 
Republic.'' 


First launched on Oct. 21. 1797. the American 


frigate "Constitution" didn't draw much attention 
until the War of 1812 broke out. On July 12 of that 
year the "Constitution", commanded by Capt. Isaac 
Hull left Chesapeake Bay to join the New York 
squadron. Cut off by a British squadron, including a

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frigate called the "Guerriere", she eluded the enemy 
after a chase of several days and nights. Later the 
"Constitution" emerged from Boston harbor, went on 
•ruise and encountered the "Guerriere" alone about 
750 miles east. 


Proud Moments 


In about half an hour the "Guerriere" was a hope- 


less wreck, sinking and well beyond any consideration 
of towing her to port as a war prize. Her survivors 
were picked up. the "Guerriere" set afire and Captain 
Hull and crew returned triumphantly to Boston with 
his prisoners. 


The "Constitution" had some proud moments in 
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history after this, but none to match that glorious 
thirty minutes. When she was declared unseaworthy 
in 1830 and condemned to be broken up, public senti- 
ment was aroused by Oliver Wendell Holmes' poem 


"Old 
Ironsides". 


This not only saved the "Constitution" from being 


wrecked: she was rebuilt in 1833. restored to active 
sen-ice and retired to serve as a training ship only 
after another 22 years of service. Even after that 
the "Constitution" was not forgotten, received recon- 
ditioning attention and even sailed as recently as 
1921 on a public tour. She is now preserved as a 
national relic in Boston Harbor.

Why Not Try Infra-Red?

So you think color film is the only thing to use for 


summer landscapes1' Brothei, >ou couldn t be more 
wiong 


For some startlmgly different scenic views load 


your camera with infrared film The lebiilts are guar- 
anteed to be different from anything you have ever 
done before 


Shooting infrared film is little different 
from 


shooting with conventional black-and-white films The 
only accessory needed is a deep red filter. Because 
of the slow shutter speeds required, a tripod will be 
found helpful 


Although handled generally as other black-and- 


white film, infrared is far different 
Blue skies are 


rendered so dark they look almost black, and clouds 
pop out with their whiteness Green grass and leaves 
appear white, as if covered by snow Details in the 
far distance show with remarkable clarity, and the 
over-all contrast within the scene is increased notice- 
ably The effect of infrared pictures is unlike any- 
thing possible with other films—color or black-and- 
white 


Special Dyes 


Unlike conventional panchromatic films which are 


"blind" to infrared radiation, infrared film is treated 
with special dyes that impart sensitivity to this other- 
wise invisible wave length of light Infrared films are 
also sensitive to blue light, hence the need for heavy 
red filtration to block all but infrared light from the 
film during cxopsure. 


Because they have a longer wave length than 


visible light infiared rays do not focus on the same 
plane as visible light rays To insure image shaipness 
when shooting infrared pictuies, you'll have to in- 
crease the lens-to-film distance slightlj to focus pi op 
erly these longer rays 


Many cameras, particularly 35mm tjpes, have a 


special infrared focusing mark engiaved right m the 
distance scale 
Visual focus is made in the conven- 


tional manner and then the distance is set opposite 
the infiared mark, rather than the regular mark 


Because most exposure meters will not register 


in the infrared region, an actual daylight exposure 
cannot be assigned to the slower type of infrared film, 
but the manufacturer recommends an exposure of 
l/25th of a second at f 8 for distant subjects in bright 
sunlight correct exposure will be obtained at l/25th 
of a second at f 16 High speed infrared carries an 
exposure index of 50 when used with a dark red filter. 


Use Small Opening 


To assume maximum sharpness with infrared film, 


always use the smallest lens opening possible under 
whatever shooting conditions prevail A steady tripod 
is a virtual necessity when following this rule 


Why does infrared film produce such vividly stark 


pictures? With blue light blocked out by the red filter, 
skies are rendered a deep tone, almost black because 
there is little infrared light in a blue sky. The chloro- 
phyl found in all living green foliage and grass ab- 
sorbs most of the visible light falling- on it, but re- 
flects virtually all of the infrared, resulting in a spec- 
tacular white rendering of all natural greenery. This, 
coupled with the dark sky effect, results in an unreal, 
attention-compelling pictorial effect.

some runs with an experienced worker of his breed 
Above all, accustom him to gun fire, under suitable 
surroundings and with rational moderation

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Some Experts Try 
To Avoid Finesse 


•BY ALFRED SHEINHOLD 


The finesse is one of the first plays you learn 


when you're starting to play bridge. It looks like 
money ^frem home since it gives vou a chance to 
win a trick for nothing. 


That impression wears off after a few years You 


see more and more reasons for refusing to finesse. 
It gets to the point where the beginner looks 'lor 
finesses on th« very same hands in which the expert 
tries to a\oid finessing. 


The best reason tor refusing a finesse is that some 


other play is better. For example, you may lead out 
jour top cards in the hope of capturing the missing 
high card instead of finessing for it 


Suppose you have 11 trumps in the dummy and 


your own hand, missing onh the king and one small 
card In the absence of any bidding by the opponents 
you should lead out the ace of trumps instead of 
finessing for the king The two missuig trumps are 
likely to be divided 1-1. and the finesse has a slightly 
worse chance than the play for the drop. 


Follow the same principle when you hold nine 


trumps in the combined hands, missing only the 
queen and three small cards Lead out the ace and 
king instead of trying to finesse for the queen. 


Gaining Discard 


When your finesse is in a short side suit \ou can 


fcometimes postpone the linesse until >ou have worked 
on the long side suits If you can establish long cards 
in such a suit, you may gain enough discards to make 
a finesse unnecessary 


This type of play wont work when you ha\e to 


decide for or against a finesse in a long suit. \ou 
can seldom hope to discard enough low cards to make 
the finesse unnecessary, and vou musl therefore make 
up jour mind whether or not to finesse 


Sometimes you lefuse a finesse for fear of run- 


ning into a ruff

Since he will live in a credit economy, why not teach him 


its benefits and its pitfalls now?

;CORDING To a survey, two out of every five 


girls 13 to 19, and a greater number of 


boys, earn more than $10 a week. Augmented 
by parental allowances, these earnings give the 
modern teen-ager a spending power that runs 
into the millions. 


Suppose your teen-ager has a part-time job and wants 


to open his own chaise account. Should you allow him to or 
not? If you urge him to pay cash for his purchases, will 
he be adequately prepared for the day when, as an adult, 
he will want to use credit as an economic tool? 


Frankly, 1 am in favor of charge accounts for the teen- 


ager who ia educated in the wise use of credit either in 
school or at home or both. 


Today, under the sponsorship of our Foundation, more 


than 1,700 school systems give instruction on the hows 
and whys of credit. They teach such subjects as "Creating 
a Budget and Measuring Its Results," "The Credit Ac- 
count," "The Emergency Problem and What to Do About 
It," and "Establishing Good Credit." 


But if your teen-ager has not been given such instruc- 


tion, what then? Actually, parents can do more than pro- 
vide teaching materials—they can set a good example 
through the way they pay their own bills. And they can 
tell their youngsters: "If you open an account, don't expect 
me to come to your aid if you overextend yourself. A 
charge account must be your affair entirely, and I expect 
you to use it in a responsible way." 


It is because we want parents to give this kind of counsel 


that I am in favor of teen-age charge accounts—but only 
if parents are informed when their youngsters make appli- 
cation for credit. 


Most stores that offer accounts to youngsters do require 


parental consent, but not because parents can be held 
liable if the teen-ager defaults. Under the law of many 
states, they are not liable. But the stores and the Founda- 
tion have found that if parents know that Jimmy or Mary 
is taking this big step forward in money management,

they will exert their parental influence to see that the 
youngster does it wisely. 


A teen-age charge account may have a specified limit, 


say from $15 to $30 a month. Or it may be a revolving 
charge account with a limit set, but on which your teen- 
ager pays a minimum of say $5 a month plus 1V4 percent 
interest as a carrying charge. Many stores waive the 
carrying charges entirely to create good will and because 
they look upon this teen planning for what it is—an 
education for the future. 


To open an account, a teen-ager must be interviewed, 


usually by the credit manager or one of his assistants, 
who will want to know how much the teen-ager earns, how 
much he is given as an allowance, how much he spends, 
and possibly where his parents work and how long they 
have lived at the same address. Along with the questions 
will come some sound advice on the importance of a first 
charge account and the building of a good credit rating 
by prompt payments. When the account is opened, your 
teen-ager is given some form of identification—either a 
card or a charge plate to be presented for each purchase. 
I 


N THE majority of cases, charge accounts give teen-agers 
a feeling of maturity and responsibility. Nancy, who 


used to splurge with Mother's charge plate, suddenly begins 
to squeeze a nickel till it hurts. Things are different now 
that she has to meet her own bills from her own income. 
She'll think twice about the necessity of buying that new 
record album or that pretty blouse, and she'll scare up some 
extra baby-sitting jobs to help pay for them if she decides 
she must have them. 


It is the experience of most stores with teen plans that 


in handling their own accounts youngsters develop a 
selectivity in buying, gain a new awareness of what things 
cost, and, above all, learn to live within their means. 


If, before he is out of his teens, your youngster learns 


how to get value for his money and to think twice before 
saying "Charge.it," his charge account is doing much more 
than serving the economy. It is an educational tool which 
can make him a more mature and responsible adult.

At 5 p.m. on Aug. 24, 1942, a rasping 
voice came over the intercom: 


"Warning. Bogies (enemy aircraft* at 320 


degrees. Distance 35 miles, decreasing." 


Task Force 16 increased speed to 27 knots, and 


destroyers and cruisers formed a 2,500-yard cir- 
cle around a target which 40 Jap pilots were gam- 
bling their lives to hit—the carrier Enterprise. 


1 was commanding the battleship North Caro- 


lina, which was the Enterprise's guardian. We 
stayed outside the circle so we could throw an 
umbrella of fire over the carrier. When the North 
Carolina was launched the year before, experts 
dubbed her "The Showboat" and said she'd have 
a peaceful life even in war because no Japanese 
would dare take on her overwhelming firepower. 


But they hadn't figured how desperate men be- 


come in a life and death struggle. We had just 
landed Marines on Guadalcanal and were wrest- 
ing air and naval supremacy from the Japs 
throughout the eastern Solomons. If the Japs 
wanted to hold on, the Enterprise had to go—and 
tht North Carolina with her. 


The intercom droned on: "Bogies at 25 miles 


... 20 and decreasing." Obviously the Japs didn't 
care what the experts said. And why not? The 
North Carolina was an untested ship with a 
battle-green crew, and the prize was worth the 
challenge. Finally, the key message: "Stand by 
to repel enemy attack." It was 5:01. 


About 15 VSBs (horizontal bombers) skimmed 


across the calm sea toward the Enterprise's stern. 
An entire section of the North Carolina erupted 
in flashing gunfire. Most of the VSBs turned 
back, but a few pressed through. We watched 
bombs spinning from their bellies. The second 
and third hit the carrier's starboard side. 


But the Japs needed more hits than that, and 


they must have realized they could not muster an 
attack without first distracting the North- Caro- 
Una, so 10 VSBs headed for our starboard bow. 
Our runners shifted targets without ceasing fire. 
The main force dispersed, but one plane pressed 
through the curtain of fire and peeled off three 
delayed-action 1,000 pounders. We waited. A gey- 
ser shot skyward 75 yards from us, then the 
second at 50. We braced for the last. There was a 
muffled explosion, and the spray poured over the 
main deck amidships—but with no more damage 


than jarring- a case ejector from a five-inch gun. 


Japs filled the sky now, but the attack was 


dive bombers, six Zeros, eight torpedo planes, 
plus the VSBs. Six of the latter tested us with 
an attack on the port airplane catapult, a rela- 
tively vulnerable spot since only 20-millimeter 
guns could concentrate on this area. 


As the group came on, the lead plane shook 


under the onslaught of steel and plunged nose 
first into the sea. A second belly flopped and 
burst into flame. But others ringed us with 
bombs and flooded the deck with water. 


As the action heightened, we seemed to be look- 


ing into a kaleidoscope. The darting planes were 
every color—black and dark green fuselages with 
silver or white bellies and horizontal stripes of 
red, yellow, and white. 


Some would hide behind towering clouds or 


in line with the blinding sun and come at u.s 
unexpectedly, the dive bombers dropping from 
5,000 to 50 feet like falling leaves. Their bombs- 
eight at one time—churned the sea between the 
North Carolina and the Enterprise. All our 102 
guns were in action, and their blazing fury 
caused the Saratoga in the distance to report: 
"The North Carolina appears to be on fire." 


Swirling smoke funneled up on the horizon, 


marking the graves of Jap pilots who had lost 
their gamble. We counted at least seven, and 
observers noted 14 badly damaged planes limp- 
ing over the horizon. 
T 


HE ATTACK was broken, and most of the Jap 
bombs were expended without serious dam- 


age. Yet one bomber made a last pass, clearing 
our decks by barely 50 feet. Its guns raked tht- 
length of the big ship, and one of the slugs 
killed AMMSc George E. Conlon. 


The sky was pockmarked with antiaircraft 


smoke but fewer and fewer planes. The last three 
dive bombers dipped almost into the water and 
zigzagged away like whipped puppies. At 5:26 
the intercom again: "AH ships cease firing." 


More than half the attackers were downed or 


disabled. The Enterprise was battered but ready 
to go on sweeping the enemy from the Solomons. 


As to how the North Carolina did in its first 


test, we got the answer from Adm. T. C. Kin- 
kaid, commander of Task Force 16: "This was 
the first occasion on which a battleship has 
been present as part of a carrier taak force 
during attack. The presence of th« North Caro- 
lina was a distinct advantage. My Compliments."

RECENT dinner party at Bucking- 
ham Palace buzzed with the ques- 


tion: what made the queen cry? 


Elizabeth had left the aff»ir briefly to change 


But 
when the queen returned, she was alone—and her 
eyes were red. To add to the embarrassment, the 
minutes ticked by without Philip putting in an 
appearance. In fact, the guests fidgeted nervously 
with their empty cocktail glasses for a half-hour 
before the prince finally returned. 


What was wrong? A member of the court told 


another guest: "They probably were arguing 
about Princess Margaret That situation is going 
from bad to worse." 


Many people have commented that the queen 


often looks weary and drawn these days. But few 
realize that the reason for her worry is the bitter 
war raging between the two persons she love*

Such crosscurrents of love and loathing run 


beneath the surface of many families. The Brit- 
ish royal family, however, must pretend in public 
that such things could Merer happen to them. But 
pretense is a strain—and occasionally the feud 
breaks from behind closed doors and startles out- 
siders with its ferocity. 


Servants at Balmoral Castle in Scotland wit- 


nessed such an eruption one afternoon while the 
queen and the prince were having tea. As Eliza- 
beth put down her silver teapot, she casually re- 
marked: "By the way, Margaret tells me she 
doesn't feel well enough to face public life just 
yet." Philip, who was eating a toasted crumpet, 
exploded with: "May one ask how long Mar- 
garet's honeymoon is going to last?" 


The prince's anger at Margaret's reluctance to 


return to her royal duties after the birth of her 
son was matched by his wrath when he learned 
that she and Tony were leaving the baby at home 
while they took a Caribbean holiday. Insiders at 
the palace say Philip was "beside himself *ith 
rage" over the princess' refusal at least to act 
the part of a conventional mother. 


I am also told that Margaret wouldn't breast- 


feed her son because she wanted her figure back 
and hadn't time "for all that business." 1 can 
imagine Philip's reaction to that. 


N«v«r R«cfc «*• M«y»l Beat 


One shrewd acquaintance of the royal family 


has an interesting theory about Philip's war with 
Margaret. He believes it stems from the prince's 
fear that Margaret's flouting of public opinion 
might one day endanger the whole delicate struc- 
ture of the British monarchy. 


"He is and always has been afraid of that girl," 


I was told. "He is scared she will rock the royal 
boat and upset everyone in it." 


As the penniless member of an exiled royal 


house. Prince Philip can se*> the danger in the 
situation in a way that neither Queen Elizabeth 
nor Princess Margaret can. 


The trouble between Margaret and Philip, 


however, it not altogether the princess' fault. 
She was deeply humiliated the day Philip wicked- 
ly gave her a lecture in front of the man she was 
going to marry, Antony Armstrong-Jones. Philip 
curtly told her how to "conduct herself" while at 
sea aboard the royal yacht Britannia, which was 
loaned to her for her honeymoon. 


"Be awfully careful not to upset the crew." 


Philip cautioned. "They don't expect one to be- 


have too casually aboard, you know. I'd try to 
•<ee you don't keep them waiting for meals. You 
know the sort of thing I mean. Margaret?" 


Margaret knew—and she seethed inwardly at 


her brother-in-law's lordly attitude. The princess 
is a girl who always has liked to take her time. 


Naturally, the fight between Philip and Mar- 


Kiuet has driven a wedge between other members 
of the royal family. 


Princess Marina, the widow of the Duke of 


Kent, has changed her whole attitude toward 
Margaret. There was a time when the young 
princess was "her most darling little niece.'' To- 
day, she almost shivers when Margaret's name is 
mentioned. A friend who dined with her recently 
said she looked out her windows at the house 
next door that is being renovated for Margaret 
and Tony and said: "Isn't it too awful? How I 
wish they'd stayed on their little island taking 
underwater photographs." 


I understand she hurled a cushion across her 


living room in exasperation when she first heard 
they were to be her close neighbors.

Marina':* opposition to Margaret puts her 


daughter. Princess Alexandra, in the same camp. 
A reporter who saw them both at the wedding in 
Athens of Princess Sophia and Prince Juan told 
me. "Alexandra pouted whenever anyone men- 
tioned Margaret and Tony. She made it clear she 
did not wish to hear them discusm?d." 


Marina's share in the feud is undeistandablc. 


It was she who maneuvered her cousin Philip 
into the royal circle at a time when he was a 
young naval officer with only a borrowed tuxedo 
(her husband's), a few English pound*, and one 
pair of scuffea, blue-suede shoes. 


Alexandra's allegiance is also easy to fathom, 


since she has been eclipsing Margaret recently. 
The younger princess has been taking over such 
royal chores as cornerstone-laying ceremonies. 


Today it is Alexandra—taller, less vitally at- 


tractive, but as helpful and charming as can be— 
who wins praise from both the queen and her 
people. In the eyes of observers at Elizabeth's 
court. Alexandra already has usurped most of 
Margaret's old popularity and has taken over 
much of her position on the royal pedestal. 


Who then are Margaret's backers in the family- 


feud? Number one is—and always has been—her 
softhearted mother. Queen Mother Elizabeth has 
never made any attempt to hide her love for "my 
darling Rosebud," as she has called Margaret 
Rose since she was a baby.

Others in the royal circle also have 


taken Margaret's side, though sometimes 
more because they oppose Philip than 
favor her. The onetime Greek sailor-prince 
is too outspoken and critical to be univer- 
sally popular in the palace. 


Thus, as head of her divided family, 


Elizabeth finds herself in a most difficult 
position. The deep love she always has 
had for her husband is tempered with 
understanding of his greatest weaknesses: 
lack of tolerance and a mania for pressing 
a feud to the. bitter end. 


On the other hand, Margaret's influence 


over her sister has strong roots in their 
shared past. When they went to parties 
together as teen-agers, it was always Mar- 
garet who would say: "Let's go on a while 
longer, Lillibet (Elizabeth's nickname in 
the family)." Nearly every time, the older 
girl would agree. 


After Philip married Elizabeth, he »oon 


recognized that his authority in hit own 
home was threatened by this headstrong 
princess who was not going to give up her 
privileged position without a fight. Then 
and there, the battle between the two was 
joined. Whenever possible, Margaret would 
put Philip in hi* place. Once she told him 
he looked "like an aging film star" because 
his hair was thinning. 


1UZABETH, meanwhile, did her woman- 
j| ly beat to beat out the flames of con- 


flict she saw flickering between her hus- 
band and her sister. But as the crisis 
flared into open warfare, 
the queen 


showed herself more than willing to take 
her sister's side—without letting Philip 
know about it 


Through her, Margaret was able to keep 


the news of her engagement to Tony se- 
cret for a vital period. She first whispered 
it to her mother who agreed to tell the 
queen and to extract from her the neces- 
sary "sovereign's consent." 


The queen was implored not to tell 


Philip "until you find him in a receptive 
mood." Rather reluctantly, she agreed to 
this ruse. 


As Margaret had fully intended^ the 


little conspiracy of women left out the one 
woman close to the throne who might have 
had something adverse to say about it 
Princess Marina knows more of what goes 
on in the world outside palace walls than 
any of her relatives. She mixes with ac- 
tors, writers, and professional people. An 
inquiry at one of her small dinner parties 
would quickly have disclosed the reputa- 
tion which Tony Armstrong-Jones had as 
an irresponsible, if charming, young Bo- 
hemian. Margaret knew Marina would 
have wasted no time in passing on this in- 
formation to Philip. 


As it was, Philip got the news when he 


was in a relaxed and tolerant mood. It was 
not until 24 hours before the official an- 
nouncement that he told Marina- and by 


Philip reportedly chided Margaret on her' 
lack of maternah'sm when she and Tony 
faboi'e) took o holiday without their baby. 


that time it was too late. When the press 
of the world began to toss about juicy 
morsels of Tony's playboy past, Philip 
suddenly realized how soundly he had been 
duped. His clever sister-in-law had out- 
smarted him once more. 


Dating from that moment of unwelcome 


truth, Philip's hostility toward Margaret 
and Tony has blossomed into an obsession. 


He tersely objected when Margaret re- 


cently tried to have Tony appointed Con- 
stable of Carnarvon Castle, a minor post 
but one carrying royal favors. 


In front of friends, the prince has 


scorned Margaret's lack of "public spirit." 
During the vacation Margaret and Tony 
took after the birth of the baby. Philip 
.snapped: "I sometimes wonder how we'd 
>ret along without Margaret to send us 
such pretty post cards." 


For her part, Margaret can be as obsti- 


nate as her adversary. She now must de- 
cide whether to retire from court life and 
surrender the advantages of her royal 
position or get back into harness and do 
her full share of royal tasks. To Philip's 
embarrassment, she seems in no hurry to 
make a decision. As one courtier put it: 
"Margaret appears to believe she can have 
her royal cake as well as munch it." 


How long can she hold out in this deli- 


cate position? How far can she provoke 
the strong-willed prince? These questions 
are being asked by all insiders at the Court 
of St. James'.

and spoiled life. Princess Margaret has 
bitten off more than she can chew.

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Do You Need an Emotional 


Doctors are adding a new dimension to the annual physical checkup- 


an inventory of personal troubles which may lead to serious health problems

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,N ATTRACTIVE 32-year-old 
^housewife whom we will call 


Iris Brown sat before her mirror 
and asked herself: 


"What's happening to me? I can't sleep. 


My children get on my nerves. I can't 
get my housework done. I seem to be fall- 
ing apart. What can I do about it?" 


Many doctors and psychiatrists believe 


the answer to her final question is an 
"emotional checkup." This new dimension 
to the familiar annual physical checkup 
is designed for the average person who 
develops upsetting symptoms. It consists 
of spending an hour or so with a family 
physician or an understanding minister, 
airing personal problems, and then act- 
ing constructively to remedy the discon- 
certing situation. 


In the c»»e of Iris Brown, such an 


emotional review would have made her 
realize that her unhappiness was largely 
due to having moved recently to a new 
community. Away from her mother and 
old friends. Iris felt isolated and lonely. 
The immediate cause of her upset was 
that her daughter had not been invited 
to » classmate's birthday party. 


Recent extensive surveys reveal that a 


majority of us occasionally show mild to 
moderate symptoms of emotional ill health, 
although we can carry on everyday func- 
tions without psychiatric care. A periodic 
"heart-to-heart" talk thus become* pre- 


ventive medicine to ward off possible 
mental illness. 


You will find that the emotional checkup 


routine is informal and relaxed. Your 
doctor may begin by asking, "Well now, 
how are things going gene^aHy with 
you?" Depending on your reply, he may 
go on to inquire about your job and 
marital relations and problems with your 
children. You may be asked about your 
fears, your sleeping and eating patterns, 
and symptoms you might not have thought 
of mentioning, such as headaches or back* 
aches which could have emotional origins. 
B 


UT HOW can you know whether you 
need an emotional checkup? One 


way is to write down a brief up-to-date 
personal 
history. You must have the 


courage to look at yourself clearly and 
answer frankly such questions as these: 


—What specifically is bothering you— 


and what are you doing about it? 


—Who gets on your nerve* and why? 


Does it happen very often? 


—How are you reacting when things 


don't go your way? Are you upset easily 
by disappointment or frustration? 


—Are you losing your temper often? 


And when you do, does the tension per- 
sist, eating away inside, or do you get 
over it quickly? 


—Are you getting fun out of life, or 


are your pleasures decreasing as your 
age increases?

—What are your ambitions? What 


would you like to do but can't? Are 
you developing any workable plans? 


—Are you withdrawing from peo- 


ple, seeing less of your friends? 


—How do you feel about growing 


older—is it depressing you? 


—What about your marriage—-what 


do you consider its good and bad fea- 
tures? (Ask the same question about 
your job.) 


—Are you close to your children? 
—What do you have planned after 


you'\e reached 40, 50, GO? 


Honest answers to these questions 


may reveal soft spots in your emo- 
tional make-up. If any problems seem 
acute or chronic, tell your doctor, and 
he may be able to probe more deeply 
into them. 


For instance, if your family life 


appears to be unhappy, he may want 
to know: What causes the quarrels 
with your spouse? Are you both able 
to pour out what's on your minds? Do 
your in-laws interfere?

emotional life, your doctor

minister) should be able to give you 
the reassurance you need and offer 
practical suggestions. 


"If the emotional strain is not ser- 


ious, there may be a simple explana- 
tion," says Dr. John A. Millet, an

who 
believes 


strongly in emotional checkups. "Per- 
haps you're not taking enough time 
off for a worthwhile vacation. Or if 
your trouble is that you're mad at 
your boss, maybe you should have it 
out with him, instead of spending 
your time being grouchy. Such simple 
suggestions 
are 
among 
the 
most 


powerful therapeutics we have." 


In certain cases (.nearly one out of 


four, according to one survey), the 
nature of the answers to questions 
may indicate a serious emotional con- 
dition. Among the danger signals are 
exaggerated feelings 
not supported 


by facts, acute depression, phobias, 
and delusions. When a patient reveals 
that he is afraid to meet strangers, 
that he thinks "people are talking 
about me behind my back," or he is 
frightened of heights, he gives tell- 
tale signs of being emotionally sick. 


Checkups that uncover serious emo- 


tional turmoil usually impel the fam- 
ily doctor to suggest psychiatric help. 
Generally, however, symptoms of ten- 
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sion are mild. Doctor and patient talk 
things over. Then the doc-tor asks him 
to think about their discussion and, 
if necessary, to return soon for an- 
other session. 


Among the leading advocates of an 


emotional review is Dr. William B, 
Terhune. a well-known psychiatrist 
and medical director of the Silver

On earth once stained 


with martyrs' blood, 


a shaft of moonlight cast 


a strange pattern— 


and the seeds of faith 


were planted in 


two doubting hearts 


fE HAD DRIVEN down from 


. . Paris in a hired car and 


arrived in Rome in the early eve- 
ning. Almost at once, we were 
ready to begin exploring the by- 
gone glories of the Eternal City. 


I shared with my father Fulton a love of 


people and places and an impatience to get 
all the facts, the whole story, as quickly as 
possible. 


That night the story was Rome. 
This was, of course, long before Fulton's 


conversion to the Roman Catholic faith, 
long before he became one of the most 
noted religious authors of his time, long 
before he wrote "The Greatest Story Ever 
Told" and his other religious works. 


A Baptist by birth, he had given up

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organized religion during this period of 
his life and was exploring many ap- 
proaches to religious faith. In large meas- 
ure, he was skeptical. 


I was a young man not yet 20, full of 


doubts and questions, with the curiosity 
and searching nature of youth. 


And so, that first night of our arrival, 


we set out to begin our exploration of 
this city of the Caesars. 


In a horse-drawn carriage called a fatre 


we rode through the darkened streets. We 
wanted to see the Appian Way and the 
Colosseum by moonlight The facre driver 
was reluctant; he did not relish driving 
at night past the tombs that line the 
Appian Way. 


A few hundred lire overcame his fear. 


But he still did not like the whole idea. 
The moon had not yet risen and there were

no lights. The Via Appt'a was dark and 
full of elusive shadows M we clattered L 


\ over ruts thousands of years old. 


We talked little, asking only occasional 


questions, to which the driver muttered 
incomprehensible answers. When we ap- 


> proached the Colosseum, he drew the car- 
riage to a halt about 100 yards away and 
told us in his heavy accent: "I wait here." 


His tone said plainly that he considered 


us lunatics. 


! 
It was nearly 10 o'clock. We climbed out 


of the fwcre and started across the pave- 
ment to the dark, looming walls of this 


| long-muted scene of Roman circuses and 


! massacres. 


Our nocturnal junket in a Roman horse 


and buggy had started out as something 
of a lark. But now we found ourselves 
silent. The only sound was the scraping 


-Suddenly, I heard Pulton's deep 


voice: "Will, look.'" There 


before us, spilled out in moonlight. 


»vas (he stark shape of a cross. 


of our footsteps. There were no guards, 
no locks, no gates to keep us out. The 
only other intruders were the shafts of 
light from the rising moon which splin- 
tered through the walls. 


Fragments of the Colosseum's crimson 


history came into my thoughts. It had been 
begun 40 years after the Crucifixion. It 
had. been the setting of gladiatorial con- 
tests for some 400 years. Here Nero 
started the public slaughter of human 
beings whose crime was that they were 
Christians. 


We walked through the archways into 


the dark area directly below the tiers of 
stands and groped our way out of the 
shadows to the edge of the arena itself. 
We stopped, caught up in the sudden en- 
circling reality of the setting. 


A ROUND US, in the oval of silence. I could 


XA. almost picture the crowd, could al- 
most hear the shouting, the stamping of 
feet, the cry for more victims. 


For an intense moment, I was deeply 


moved by the lonely handful of men and 
women—and children—who loved a loving 
Saviour so much that they pitted their 
small numbers against the greatest empire 
in the world. How mighty their faith must 
have been, yet how frail and futile it must 
have seemed to the Roman spectators. 


We were only about 30 feet away from 


the arena center. The stands and their far, 
half-heard echoes seemed to die away. 


Suddenly, I heard Fulton's deep voice 


at my side: "Will, look!" 


His hand pointed toward the earth di- 


rectly in front of us. There 1 saw, spilled 
out in moonlight on this ancient and blood- 
washed sand, the stark, unchallengeable 
shape of a cross. 


Was it merely accidental? Was it just 


an optical effect caused by moonlight 
sifting in through the crumbling old 
walls? A thousand explanations might be 
offered, but for me there was only one. 
That cross in the sand was the symbol of 
the final victory of the spirit. All the 
Caesars were gone, but the Cross and its 
meaning remained. 


How long it glowed before us in that 


arena. I cannot say precisely: two minutes, 
or three at the most A cloud soon covered 
the moon—and the symbol was gone 


Fulton and I never spoke of that night 


again. It was something we both kept 
locked within us. 


Years later, I was to come back to my 


original Episcopal faith and in my matur- 
ing discovery of God and His love, the 
sacrifice symbolized by the Cross took on 
a meaning I could only grope for on that 
strange night in Rome. 


Did the glowing cross in the sand mean 


as much to my father as it did to me? Was 
the symbol in the moonlit Coloaaeum the 
beginning of his powerful, reborn faith? 


Deep within me. the answer is very sure.
